City’s Low Infant Mortality Rate. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The infant mortality rate for St. Louis 
in 1919—that is the number of deaths 
under one year to each 1000 births—wes 
only 75.2, which I believe to be the low- 

est rate ever reached by a large city. The 
general rate for the United States is at 
present between 100 and 110, or from 35 
to 45 per cent higher than the rate for 
St. Louls. There has been a steady de- 
erease in the infant death rate in St. 
Louis in recent years, except for the in- 
fluenza deaths in 1918. Ten years ago 
the rate was 113 and five years ago, in 
1914, it reached. 103. This decrease’ in 
infant mortality has taken place despite 
ae the fact that St. Louis as a whole is not 
a particularly “healthy” place, as we have 
a very high death rate from tuberculosis 
and the draft showed one of the highest 
venereal disease rates in America. 
The chief reason for the low death rate 
among infants lies in the campaigy for 
the education of mothers in the care of 
he infant, and in the system of superv!i- 
) sion of infants during their first year of 
ies life by the Public Health Nurses, and in 
the Infant Welfare Conferences conduct- 
ed by the Municipal Nurses’ Board. This 
work has been conducted in the con- 
.gested parts of the city. Last year 6582 
babies were under the care of the nurses 
and 670 conferences were held with a 
physician trained in the care of the infant 
; in attendance. A recent survey shows that 
of the last 1500 babies coming under the 
care of the Municipal Nurses’ Board 77 
per cent were breast fed, 10 per cent par- 
tially breast fed, and only 12 per cent 
fed on cow's milk or other infant foods.

In requiring all oil companies to have permits from 
the State Bank Examiner before undertaking to sell 
their stock in St. Louis, Prosecuting Attorney Sid- 
ener is actuated by praiseworthy motives.

We eat food; it is converted 
into flesh, nerve and brain tissue. And in this 
conversion it becomes a sharer of our con- 
sciousness, to the degree in which it Is assimilt{- 
lated.

by the theological idea of attaining to unity with 
God. It is pictured in the Buddhist idea of
